DENIED INJUNCTION

he Supreme Court Declined fo Step
Belween Growers and Treasury.

}ovead

Washington, June 22—The supreme
court today declined to {ssue an in-
Junction restraining the treasury,de-
partment [rom granting Cuban gugar
the twenty per cent differential pro-
vided by treaty, in addition to the new
reduced rates of the tariff law. The
merits of the case, brought by .the
state of Loulslana, were not passed

‘| on, however, and the decision did not

preclude action in the customs court.
“ Loulsiana, as a planter of sugar
cane on its convict farm, sought the
injunction. The state’s attorneys con-
tended that the 25 per cent reduction
jn sugar rates that became effective
in March under the Underwood law,
wiped out the differential. Attorney
Eeneml McReynolds advised Secretary
JcAdoo that the differential provided
by Cuban recriprority treaty still pre-
vailed despite the reduction.

The supreme court did not pass on
that, but declded the Injunction on
the ground that the power of the sec-
retary of the treasury was discretion-
ary and not ministerial, and that it
would not instruct him how to pro-
ceed, :
